INTROSPECTIVE  ViEW  of  AfFAIRS  TC- 
Litin^  to  the  American  Colonies,  |^P.  36*^ 

'"PHE  anfwer  from  the  throne  to  the  ad- 
A  drcfs,  befuks  the  ufual  thanks,  con¬ 
tained  an  afTurance  of  taking  the  moft 
f|  cedy  and  eludiial  meafurcs  for  infor¬ 
cing  due  obedience  to  the  laws  and  au¬ 
thority  of  the  fupreme  Icgillature ;  toge¬ 
ther  with  a  declaration,  that,  w^hencirer 
any  of  the  colonies  fliould  make  a  pro¬ 
per  and  dutiful  application,  his  majefty 
would  be  ready  to  concur  in  affording 
them  every  juft  and  reafonable  indul¬ 
gence;  and  concluded  with  an  earneft 
wiili,  that  this  difpofition  might  have  an 
happy  effed  on  their  temper  and  con- 
diiN. 

The  anfwer  was  accompanied  with  a 
|T!en.ige  from  the  throne  to  the  commons, 
in  which  they  were  informed,  tliat  as  it. 
was  determined,  in  confequence  of  the 
^'ddrefs,  to  take  the  moft  fpeedy  and  cf- 
fedunl  meafurcs  for  fupporling  the  juft 
rights  of  the  crown,  and  the  two  houfes 
nf  parliament,  fome  augmentation  to  the 
forces  by  fca  and  land  would  he  ncccffary 
for  that  purppfe.  This  meflage  was  rc- 
frrrcd,  as  ufual,  to  the  committee  of  fup* 

ply- 


While  meafufes  were  thus  taking  id 
apply  a  military  force  to  the  cure  of  tht 
difoiders  in  America,  other  means  wer^ 
thought  ncccffary  to  come  in  aid  of  thil 
expedient.  The  military  force  might  in¬ 
deed  coerce  and  punifh  the  difobedient# 
and  effeaually  fupport  the  magiftrate  in 
cafe  of  infurrcAion  5  but  how  to  get  the 
body  of  magiflracy  to  or  any  fuffi- 
cient  number  upon  ordinary  occalions.tO 
engage  heartily  in  their  caufc,  did  not  ap-  * 
pear.  The  change  in  the  charter  of  Maf. 
fachufett*8  Bay  had  not  produced  the  de- 
fircd  eficift.  Even  if  it  fhouWj  the  infe¬ 
rior  magiftrates  muft  evidently  be  takeit 
in  the  country ;  ftieriffs,  conftabics*  fclc^l 
m^n,  grand*  and  petty  juries,  muft  be’ 
aiding  to  the  higher  magiftrates,  or  no* 
thing  could  be  done;  and  the  idea  of 
having  trxjops  in  every  parifh  would  be 
ridiculous.  •  The  coercive*  plan  beinr 
therefore  ftill  relied  on,  it  was  propofed 
to  chufc  a  puniftiment  fo  tiniverfab  as, by' 
the  inconvcnicncics  which  every  man 
felt,  would  intereft  every  min  fn  procu¬ 
ring  obedience  and  fubmiflSoii  to  the  late 
ads  of  parliament.  For-thit  reafon  the 
minifter  [Feb.  lo.]  moved:  for  leave  tef 
bring  in  a  bill  to  rtftrain  the  tfade  and 
commerce  of  the  provinces  of  MaiftMbip 
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fctt’i  B»y,  and  New  Hampfliirf ;  the  co- 
l*»irKS  of  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Jfland, 

ai. il  Providence  Plantation,  in  North-A- 
rrcricj,  to  Grtat  Hritain,  Irtbr.d,  and 
the  Rritilli  iflands  in  the  WtA  Indieb; 
and.  to  prohibit  Inch  prminces  and  colo¬ 
ns  s  from  carrying  on  any  liflieiy  on  llie 
I  Oiks  of  Newfoundland,  or  other  places 
tlu  rein  to  In*  nu  ntioned,  uiiiler  Cel  tain 
conditions,  and  for  a  limited  time. 

lie  fiipporictl  the  propefed  bill  (of 
which  lie  had  gi'en  foine  previous  irti- 
rialion',  on  the  folliiwing  giounds;  that 
as  the  Annneanb  had  leluhd  to  trade 
witli  thij>  kingdom,  it  was  but  juft  that 
we  ilu'uM  imt  lutltr  tl.im  to  trade  with 
any  other  na.lion  ;  that  the  reftraints  of 
tilt  aCl  of  navigation  were  their  ctiarter ; 
.and  that  the  Icveral  ulaxations  of  that 
law  wire  fo  many  a*ts  of  grace  and  fa¬ 
vour;  u!l  which,  when  they  ci  afed  to  be 
meiited  by  the  eob>iiies,it  wa>  reafonable 
.am!  Jiecell.'.ry  ll.oirhl  be  recalled  by  the 
bgiiialioe;  tiiat  the  tilluries  on  the  banks 

t, l  Nc’a  fouiuliand,  as  'rell  as  all  the  o- 
thers  in  Noith-America,  were  tlie  nn- 
di*r*bted  right  of  (ireat  Riiiain,  and  the 
n.ight  accordingly  difpefe  t>f  them  as  Hie 
plealed  ;  that  as  both  hoiifes  had  declared 
a  rebellion  in  the  province  of  Mallachu- 
ftti’.s  R.:y,  it  was  therefore  juft  to  depiive 
that  poYmee  i)f  the  iHuefilfc  w  hieh  it  dc- 
nv*,n*  trom  thofe  tillicries  • 

'i'he  nnnirter  having  ftated  the  letifons 
on  which  he  aded,  declared,  ihit  he 
wamhl  not  be  averlc  to  Inch  alleviations 
of  the  act  as  would  not  prove  riefiruCtive 
of  it-*  gi\,»t  objeCl  ;  ami  thcretore  he 
would  only  propofe  it  as  temporary,  to 
contii.ae  either  to  the  end  of  the  year,  or 
ut  the  next  iriTuui  ot  nailMu.ent  ; — and 
he  would  alfo  propofe,  th..t  paitieular 
ferfon;  might  be  excepted,  upon  llieir 
ubi.iiuing  certiheates  fre'm  the  governor 
of  the  provirct  in  which  they  relifled,  of 
their  gexiel  bi  liavionr,  or  iipein  their  fub- 
Iciihiiig  to  a  tell,  acknowledging  the 
rights  of  parliament.

with  famine,  for  the  fiippofcd  crimet  of  a 
few'  unknow  ii  perfons  r  Such  precedfnti 
w'ere  only  to  be  fought  for  in  the  hiftory 
of  the  moft  favage  and  barbarous  ty. 
rants  ;  hut  not  amof.g  the  judicial  ads  of 
legiflators.  It  was  faid,that  in  whatevero- 
ther  matters  of  policy  our  minifters  might 
be  found  de  tieient,  they  had  the  moft  in¬ 
fallible  receipt  for  making  rebellions,  and 
the  happielt  talent  in  hitting  upon  mca- 
fures  for  the  ruin  of  trade  and  com¬ 
merce,  and  the  difmemberment  of  a  great 
empire,  of  any  fet  of  men  that  ever  con¬ 
duced  the  public  afhiirs  of  any  country. 

It  was  faid,  that  the  cruelly  of  the  bill 
exceeded  the  examples  of  hoftile  rigour 
with  avowed  enemies ;  that  in  all  the 
violence  bf  our  moft  dangerous  wars,  it 
was  an  eftabliftied  rule  in  the  marine  fer- 
vice,  to  fpare  the  coaft-filhing  craft  of 
our  declared  enemies  ;  always  confider- 
ing,  that  we  waged  w’ar  with  natirn, 
and  not  with  private  men  ;  and  that  it 
would  be  unworthy  the  charader  of  i 
grc.1t  and  brave  people,  and  even  favage 
and  barbarous,  to  deprive  poor  w'retches 
of  their  means  of  bard-earned  livclihooil, 
r.iul  tlie  iniferable  village  inhabitants  of 
the  fea-eoafls,  of  their  daily  food.  It  waa 
known  that  the  people  of  Ncw-England 
fubfift  much  on  filh  ;  and  that  the  fale  of 
that  commodity  fupplics  them  with  the 
means  of  purchafing  flour  and  fevcral  o- 
ther  articles  neceflary  to  life  ;  three  of  the 
provinces  in  quefti(«i  not  railing  wheat 
for  the  fouith  part  of  their  demand-:  fo 
that  we  now  inhumanly  intend  to  ftarve- 
w  hole  provinces,  and  thefe  our  own  peo¬ 
ple,  excepting  only  fuch  as  a  governor 
n.av  think  proper  to  favour;  a  paultry 
pretence  of  lenity,  w  hich  will  ferve  only 
to  cover  the  moft  fcandalous  partiality, 
and  give  rife  to  unjuft  prefeicnee,  mono^ 
p('ly,  and  to  all  kinds  of  the  moft  fhame- 
ful  and  pernicious  jobs.  They  deiired 
the  propofer  of  the  bill  to  recoiled  that 
he  had  frequently  fpokenof  the  multitude 
of  triends  he  had  in  .ill  thofe  provinces ; 
and  now,  by  his  own  mearure,he  not  on¬ 
ly  confounded  the  innocent  with  the 
guilty,  but  trit  nds  with  enemies,  and  in¬ 
volved  iiis  own  partisans  in  one  coinmott 
ruin  w  ilh  the  reft. 

But  this  w  .IS  not  only  to  operate  upoo 
fuppofed  rebcU,  or  upon  thofe  who  had 
the  misfortune  cf  being  their  neighbours, 
or  who  it  was  imagined  either  did  or 
miglii  conceal  rebellion  ;  hut  it  w'as  alfo 
to  ptinilh  the  people  of  Great  Britain, 
who  were  charged  with  no  delinquency.

Upetn  the  IccoUil  rcav’ing  of  the  bill,  it 
xvas  C.41 1  icil  t  hi  mull  by  the  va(l  maun  it  y 
of  :Mt<*6i.  f^n  tlio  8th  of  March  it 
xvas  tc:d  the  third  time,  wlun  a  nu;tion 
was  matle  for  the  iiiuititin  of  a  tboile, 
that  nothing  in  the  aCt  ihoidd  extend  to 
prohilnt  the  importation  into  ai.v  of  the 
fiid  provinces,  of  fiul,  corn,  meal,  Rour, 
pr  other  \ictual,  brought  coaiiwlfe  fri'in 
any  pari  of  America. 

In  liipport  v>f  this  motion,  all  the  picas 
that  had  Inen  betore  ulVd  on  the  lidc  of 
bumat.itv  were  again  brought  up,  with 
the  addition  of  Inch  fre.h  aryment,  as 
ingenuity,  or  the  recolle^ticn  of  new 
matter,  could  fupply.  It  ua*  ohferved, 
that  ailminidratiim  coml.mlly  boafted  of 
the  great  number  of  friends  which  po- 
Ncinment  had  in  thofc  \ery  provinces; 
will  not  their  Iniiig  involved  in  one  corn-

impending  dcfti  udion. 

On  the  other  fide  it  was  infiftod,  thit 
coercion  having  become  abfolutcly  ne* 
ceOary,  it  was  not  fufficient  we  (liould 
reft  rain  the  trade  of  the  New-England 
colonies,  while  they  refufed  to  trade 
with  us ;  they  muff  alfo  feel  the  weight  of 
our  power,  and  the  cffedls  of  our  refent- 
ment,  nniil  they  became  experimentally 
fenlihle  of  the  ill  confecjnences  that'  at¬ 
tended  tlicir  denial  of  the  authority  of 
parliament ;  and  were  brought  to  a  tho¬ 
rough  knowledge  of  their  own  littlenefi 
and  inrip'iiUcance  when  under  our  dif- 
plcafure,  or  that  tiiry  dared  to  enter  into 
any  competition  with  us  of  power,  and 
that  all  their  former  greatnefs  and  happi- 
nefs  prtx'ccdcd  from  our  paternal  tender- 
nefs  and  care.  This  was  the  only  furc 
anil  conclufive  method,  of  curing  the  pre- 
fent,  and  of  preventing  future  evils  of  the 
fame  nature. 

Some  pains  were  alfo  taken  in  this  de¬ 
bate  to  remove  or  Icll'cn  the  imputations 
of  cruelty  and  inhumanity  which  had 
been  lb  repeatedly  thrown  upon  this  bill 
and  its  promoters. 

'I'hc  qucffioii  being  at  length  put,  u« 
pon  the  motion  for  the  additional  claufe, 
it  was  rejected  by  about  the  ufual  majo¬ 
rity,  the  numbers  being  iSli,  to  58  only. 
Tiu*  bill  was  then  carried. 

Nor  did  the  tilhcry  bill  meet  xvith  left 
oppolition  in  the  houle  of  lords  than  in 
that  of  the  commons.  A  petition  from 
the  London  nuTcharits,  fimilar  to  that 
which  had  been  laid  before  the  other 
houfe,  was  prefented  by  the  noble  mar¬ 
quis  who  had  unfuccefsfully  laboured 
ft»r  the  reception  of  the  former  petitions, 
pR*vious  to  the  dilcuHion  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  addrtfs.  Two  of  the  witneff'es  were 
alfo  examined,  who  liad  already  appeared 
before  the*  houfe  of  cimimons  in  behalf 
of  the  merchants.  In  their  prefent  evi¬ 
dence  they  took  in  fomc  new*  ground, 
which  tended  to  Ihew  the  vaft  importance 
ai.d.  extent  of  the  Am.trican  commerce. 

Upon  the  motion  for  committing  the 
bill  after  the  fecond  rending,  the  noble 
ir.o  qnis,  w  ho  had  prefented  the  petition, 
oppofid  it  with  great  ability.  lie  exa- 
n  bud  the  general  principles  of  the  bill, 
and  the  nu’ans  devihd  for  inforcing  it. 
He  afterwards  entered,  xvith great  know- 
Ldgc  of  the  fubjeCl,  into  a  detail  of  tbe

The  prefent  unhappy  conteft  with 
the  Amuican  colonics,  whether  wc 
confide r  it  in  the  view  of  a  mighty  em¬ 
pire  nobly  Aruggling  for  liberty,  or  as  a 
relu  llions  ft.»te  vainly  aiming  at  indepen- 
denee,  is  perhaps  one  of  the  moll  mo- 
mentuouH  and  important  we  find  record¬ 
ed  in  the  annals  of  hiAory  ;  and  indeed 
there  are  few  inAances  of  an  attempt  fo 
daringly  Ihgitious,  and  of  a  people  To 
.aiuited  by  freir/.y,  which  they  have 
djgnffied  with  the  name  of  patrioti/fn. 

riic  Americans  have  now  avowedly 
thrown  otf  all  fnbjciftio.n  to  the  parent 
Aale  ;  they  have  now  declared  ihcm- 
felves  free  and  independent  dales  ;  and 
they  have  braved  our  utmoA  power. 
The  (juellion  is  not  now’,  whether  Great 
Britain  has  a  right  to  tax  Ame.'*ica  with- 
onl  her  eonfent  or  not  ?  but  whether  A- 
racrica  lhall  be  any  longer  fubjeift  to 
tireal  llriiain  ?— AtVairs  are  now  come 
tiifnch  a  palV,  that  a  reconciliation  with¬ 
out  bloodlliCvl  is  altogether  impraCll- 
cablc  ;  aiul  it  is  in  vain  to  imagine  that 
the  Americans  will  liAen  to  anv  terms  of

Such 
men  always  lejoice  at  the  diAurbed  pro* 
fpe(^  of  regular  government,  as  others 
w'ife  they  can  exped  nothing  hut  pover* 
ty,  contempt  and  difgracc,  as  juA  as  it  it 
merited :  But,  when  I  fee  men  of  diAin* 
guilhed  abilities  eager  for  the  purfuit  of 
meafures  that  will  prove  dcAni<Aivc  to 
their  country  ;  when  I  fee  men  like  thefc 
turn  the  abettors  of  fadion  and  rebel* 
lion,  and  uniformly  endeavour  to'  dc* 
grade  the  Arength,  pow’cr,  and  authority 
of  Great  Britain,  and  to  exalt  America 
on  its  ruins,  I  am  really  at  a  lot's  how 
to  account  for  their  conduct*  Is  it  the 
rage  and  fury  of  party  fpirit ;  or  does  it 
proceed  from  miAaken  principles  and 
difippointcd  paffions  ?  Surely  wc  do  not 
judge  uncharitably,  when  wc  fay  that 
I'uch  men  are  truly  the  enemies  or  their 
country,  and  that  they  ought  to  be  re¬ 
probated,  and  held  in  the  utmoA  degree 
of  fcorn  and  deteAation  by  all  their  fel¬ 
low-citizens,  cfpecially  if  wc  confider 
that  the  chief  reafon  of  the  colonies  Aill 
remaining  refratflory  evidently  proceeds 
from  the  encouragement  which  they 
have  received  from  England.

Thoughts  on  Slavery  ;  hi  Anfwer  /s 
Claudius. 

To  Publisher  of  /i&e  Weekly  Ma¬ 
gazine. 

S  I  R, 

IHAV^E  read  Claudius*^  obfervations 
on  the  woolen  maniifadlory  at  Inve¬ 
rary  w  ith  great  attention.  He  has  given 
us  a  particular  detail  of  all  the  advan¬ 
tages  that  w'ould  accrue  from  it  to  that 
country,  was  it  properly  conduced. 

1  wilh  the  manufadory  at  Inverary  all 
manner  of  fuccefs  ;  and  I  hope  that  the 
fpirited  obfervations  of  your  ingenious 
correfpondent  may  roufe  up  a  fpirit  of 
improvement  in  that  part  of  the  country# 
and  induce  the  gentlemen  of  property  1# 
Argylelhire  to  contribute  chearfully  for 
the  encouragement  of  a  branch  of  bufi- 
nets  that  w'oiild  be  fo  beneficial  to  them- 
fclvcs  ar.d  the  country  in  general. 

But,  Sir,  what  I  am  to  confider  more 
particularly  in  this  paper  are  the  ohfer- 
vations  of  Ciaudins  on  SiaTerj  [[xxxiii. 
231.].  NolwithAondine  tlic  many  in* 
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irnlous  arguments  he  has  adduced,  yet 
my  confcicnce  will  not  allow  me  to  a- 
dopt  the  opinions  he  has  efpoufed  with 
regard  to  this  queftion. 

'I’hc  voice  of  nature  calls  aloud  againft 
this  practice  of  flavery,  and  therefore  it 
mult  be  a  violation  of  jufticc,  and  cannot 
he  agreeable  to  the  will  of  the  wife  and 
Unevolent  Author  of  our  beings  :  and, 
Sir,  with  regard  to  the  Have  trade,  as  it 
is  carried  on  in  fome  of  our  American 
colonics,  however  much  individuals  may 
htncfit  by  it,  1  maintain  that  it  is  incon- 
lifu  nt  with  humanity,  and  the  precepts 
ot  the  Chriltian  religion. 

Says  Claudius,  “  That  we  can  form 
ideas  of  llavery  confiftcnt  with  jufticc, 
feems  to  me  abundantly  evident.**  This, 
Sir,  I  never  could.  Let  us  trace  flavery 
to  Its  origin,  and  we  Oiall  find  that  it 
was  founded  on  injuftice  and  cruelty. 

In  the  early  periods  of  focicty,  man- 
kir;J  were  divided  into  an  immenfe  num¬ 
ber  of  fmall  tribes  or  clans,  and  thefe 
were  conllantiy  at  war  with  each  other  ; 
iiid,  as  the  palTions  of  men  in  thefe  rude 
tunes  were  very  ftrong,  we  may  natural¬ 
ly  tliink  that  thofe  who  happened  lo  be 
(tni(|uerors  would  not  treat  the  van- 
c.uilhed  with  much  humanity ;  and,  as 
lavages  arc  naturally  indolent  when  not 
engaged  in  warlike  purfliits,  they  would 
bedilpofed  to  make  thofe  prifi)ners,\vhom 
they  had  taken  in  war,  undergo  all  man¬ 
ner  of  flavery.  Such  1  take  to  be  the 
origin  of  this  pradice  ;  and  fo  fond  are 
men  to  tyrannize  over  their  fellow-crea¬ 
tures,  that  \ve  find,  among  nations  where 
this  practice  w'as  introduced  in  the  early 
periods  of  government,  it  ftill  continued 
to  prevail ;  witnefs  the  antient  Greeks 
and  Konians. 

Some,  and  among  the  reft  your  corre- 
fpondent,  feem  to  think  that  a  ftatc  of 
natural  lil)erty,  that  i/,  without  any  com- 
nurn  government,  is  a  chimerical  ftatc. 
‘Snppofc  that  fuch  a  ftate  never  exifted, 
yet  it  is  very  evident  that  we  can  form  a 
pretty  clear  idea  of  fuch  a  ftatc,  and  of 
the  duties  refuliing  fn)!n  it ;  But,  Sir; 
thi?  is  not  a  chimerical  ftatc.  Were  not 
fhc  founders  of  Rome  at  firft  free  and 
independent  of  one  another  ?  If  a  French- 
nian,  a  Dutchman,  and  an  Englifliman 
f'louiil  meet  on  a  defart  ifland,  they  are 
>u  a  It.ue  of  natural  liberty.  We  find 
that  this  is  actually  the  ftatc  of  the  Ca- 
JMdiai,  iribt  s,  and  many  other  tribes  of 
in  the  new  world,  at  this  very 
••iy*  In  t  ime  of  war  they  all  unite  to 


oppofe  the  common  enemy,  and  chufit 
whatever  leaders  they  plcafe.  When 
the  war  is  at  an  end,  they  all  difperfe, 
each  to  their  feveral  places  of  abode. 
This,  Sir,  I  call  a  ftate  of  natural  liber¬ 
ty  ;  but  the  inconveniencies  attending 
this  ftate  plainly  ihew  that  man  wms  br 
nature  formed  for  fociety.  Without 
fociety  he  would  have  no  means  to  im¬ 
prove  his  rcafon— no  objects  on  which 
to  exercife  his  focial  affedlions. 

Claudius  obferves  juftly,  that,  incom- 
penfation  for  the  advantages  of  govern¬ 
ment,  men  muft  give  up  fome  of  their 
natural  rights :  and  I  agree  with  him  in 
this,  that,  when  the  laws  are  violated, 
the  offenders  deferve  to  be  deprived  of 
their  liberty,  as  examples  to  others. 
Was  flavery  confined  to  fuch  perfons, 
there  could  be  no  reafonable  objedion 
to  it ;  but  it  is  well  known  that  thou- 
fands  of  the  human  fpecies,  who  have 
been  guilty  of  no  crimes,  are  often  wan¬ 
tonly  enflav'cd  to  gratify  the  avarice  and 
cruelty  of  individuals.  Claudius  feems 
to  think  that,  if  any  part  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  (hall  rebel  againft  the  fupreme 
power,  it  is  but  juft  they  fliould  be  de¬ 
prived  of  their  liberty.  I  would  a(k 
him,  Suppofe  that  Great  Britain  fubdu- 
cd  the  Americans,  w'ho  arc  juft  now'  in* 
rebellion  againft  the  fupreme  power, 
whether  it  would  be  more  her  glory  or 
her  intcreft  to  cnilave  them  for  ever,  or  ‘ 
to  give  them  their  liberty  ?  The  former, 
if  attempted,  we  might  have  reafon  to 
dread,  would  foon  be  the  ruin  of  both 
countries. 

The  right  of  conqueft,  as  I  obferved 
in  a  former  paper  on  this  'fubjcd,  does 
not  include  the  right  of  flavery,  Let  us 
obferve  the  methods  that  the  Romans, 
took  to  aggrandize  their  empire.  In  the 
early  periods  of  the  commonwealth, 
when  they  conquered  any  people  they 
did  not  enflave  them,  but  fave  them  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  Roman  citi¬ 
zens.  1  can  produce  another  inftance  of 
the  foregoing  obfervation  in  thofe  very 
Barbarians  who  overthrew  the  Roman 
empire.  The  feverc  laws  W'hich  they 
had  ena^ed  during  the  heat  of  war,  and 
the  pride  of  vidlory,  were  foftened  when 
they  conquered  the  Romans,  and  then 
they  made  them  as  free  as  ttttmfelves. 
Far  different  from  this  was  the  condud 
of  the  Spaniards  after  the  difeovery  of 
South  America  :  What  good  might  they 
not  have  done  the  unhappy  Mexicans. 
They  had  a  religion  to  communicate.; 
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but,  inllcaJ  of  that,  they  butchcrcil  rnoft 
vf  them  without  mercy,  anJ  tnllivcd 
the  rcit  :  A:id,  Sir,  with  regard  to  the 
il.ive  trade,  as  it  is  carried  on  in  feme  of 
the  American  colonies,  I  never  cinilJ  re¬ 
concile  it  either  with  humanity  or  expe- 
tlK-ney.  Your  correfpomleii',  in  defence 
vf  this  barbarous  trade,  allcdgcs  that  the 
baves  piirchafcd  by  the  Knropcans  arc 
inch  bth>rc-hand  in  their  own  country  ; 
and  that  it  is  laving  the  lives  of  many, 
who  would  otherwife  be  I'acrificeil  to 
the  man<*s  of  tlieir’deccafed  princes  and 
chiefs:  But,  Sir,  give  me  leave  to  tell 
him,  that  tlie  great  ilcm  ind  for  (laves  by 
J'.uiopeaii  rnerchaiits  on  ihecoall  of  Gui¬ 
nea,  frivc  made  wars  and  blovidflied  very 
ircqucnt  among  tt.at  iinliappy  people. 
Jva  Ml  tribe  ende.»vt)ur>  to  get  as  many 
X'ruonrrs  as  they  e.iu  from  tlie  neigh- 
bvvuiiug  «me,  that  they  may  f*ll  them  to 
Ihe  Europe  uis  ;  and,  fuppofe  that  they 
wcie  tlivcs  t>iMi>re-liand,  is  that  any  rea- 
fon  why  the  Euiiijieai.s  ihould  enflave 
them:  Hut  it  is  well  known  that  many 
of  thole  p>)or  creatures  are  matched, 
without  the  lead  j'rovoc.iiion,  from 
thiir  country,  their  frienils,  relations, 
and  every  thing  that  is  tlear  to  tliem, 
•and  are  eoudeinned,  they  and  their  pof- 
tenfv,  to  perpetual  llavery. 

dunlins  fays  further,  that  they  are  in 
geueral  \v;  11  treated  in  onr  colonies.  1 
wiili.  Sir,  for  the  honour  of  humauity, 
that  this  was  the  cafe  ;  but  I  eonUl  pro¬ 
duce,  it  it  were  ntevlfaiy,  fuch  in!tnr4ccs 
of  the  Kuhatitv  and  cruelty  of  lu.iners 
towards  ttuir  Haves  as  are  ihoekirg  to 
hn-iuii  nature.  1  fliall  euuteut  n.vfelf 
with  a  feu  exlr.i^ts  frv'm  Cutloie’s  (»et»- 
ytapli.’eal  Grammar.  'I'hii  author,  v.l'.ea 
treating  ui  the  illand  of  Jamaica,  ha^  the 
li-llnwiug  obf<  rvatious  : — “  'I'he  inifery 
an  1  h.vrd'.hipsof  the  r.egroc';  an  tru’y  mo- 


Europc.  The  Haves,  on  their  firft  ani- 
val  from  the  coaft  of  Guinea,  arc  expo- 
fed  naked  to  file..  They  believe  every 
ncgio  returns  to  his  native  country  afUt 
death.  This  thought  is  fo  agreeable, 
that  it  cheers  the  poor  creatures,  and 
renders  the  burden  of  life  cafy,  which 
would  otherwife,  to  many  of  them,  be 
quite  intolerable.  They  look  oh  death 
as  a  blefling  ;  and  it  is  furprifing  to.fee 
with  what  courage  and  intrepidity  fomfc 
of  them  meet  it.  They  are  quite  tranf- 
ported  to  think  their  flavery  is  near  at 
an  end  ;  that  they  (hall  revilit  their  na¬ 
tive  Ihores,  and  fee  their  old  friends  and 
acquaintance.  \\  hen  a  negro  is  about  » 
to  expire,  his  fellow-lUves  kifs  him,  and 
willi  him  a  good  journey,  and  fend  their 
hearty  good  wilhes  to  their  relations  in 
CiiiiiuM.  They  make  no  lamentation* 
lilt  with  a  good  deal  of  joy  inter  his  bo- 
i!y,  believing  he  is  gone  home,  and  hap¬ 
py.^’ — I'hiis  far  CJuthrie. 

I  am  afraid.  Sir,  that  few  of  them  arc 
iMflrut^led  in  the  principles  of  the  Chrif- 
tian  religion.  'I  hat  day,  which  fliouU 
be  let  apart  for  tl.efc  purpofes,  is 
the  iMily  one  in  whicli  the  negroes  art 
allowed  to  work  a  little  for  thcmfelves.  . 
Arc  thefc  the  perfons  whofe  condition 
Claudius  feems  to  think  much  more 
comfortable  than  that  of  the  generality 
of  poor  people  in  Great  Britain  (  Thank 
(iod.  Sir,  the  latter  enjoy  the  firft  and 
grc.ileli  blelling  of  human  life-liberty 
and  the  bcitefits  of  the  gofpel.  Theif 
lives  arc  not  at  the  mercy  of  every  petty  ' 
tyrant  ;  atid  the  meant  ft  citizen,  when 
injured,  can  obtain  redicfs. 

Claudius  further  attempts  to  juftif^ 
the  flivc  trade  from  the  nature  of  th^ 

V  orlcs  in  w  hich  the  negroes  are  employ¬ 
ed,  a!id  the  a<lvantagc‘i  arifing  from 
thefc  works  to  CJreat  Biitain  and  her 


vine  ;  though  great  care  i>  taken  to 
rMiiClliem  propaxalc,  the  ill  trtatinent 
they  receive  fv»  ll.nitMiH  tlieir  lives,  that, 
iuOravl  of  ir.cieahng  by  the  courfe  ».f  ua- 
tinr,  m.uiy  tl'oufw.ds  arc  annu  dly  iin- 
jv-irteil  tf»  t!.e  Weft-Indiits,  to  lupply  the 
pl.icv  of  tl.ele  who  pine  .nul  *bc  bv  the 
b.irdtbo  ,  tiny  leeeivc.

colonies.  It  i^  certain  that  tliefe  poof 
creatures  never  receive  any  reward  for 
their  toil  ;  they  muft  drudge  on  for  ever 
V  ithout  any  hopes  of  btltering  their 
e^^ndituvn,  and  are  kept  conftantly  at 
work  with  the  iron  rod  hanging  over 
tiieo*  backs.  Can  we  cxptift  that  beingi 
in  thi<  deplor;d  Ic  fituatloii  can  execute 
any  thing  with  vigour  and  adivity  ?  Is  it 
not  natural  to  think  that  they  would  do 
ten  times  more,  and  that  their  labour 
v.'cu’.d  tarn  cut  much  more  to  the  profit 
and  advantage  of  their  mafters,  if  they 
had  only  their  natural  rights  and  liber¬ 
ties  reftored,  and  a  profped  of  fomethiof 
111  It  would  rcwaid  their  induftrv.  * .  ’ 
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C!uu!iiis  concludes  with  obferving, 
that  he  cannot  iinJerftand  how  the  fitiall 
proi^rt  fs  which  the  Carolinians  and  Vir- 
Ui\iu\>  make  in  the  arts  of  life,  in  com- 
parilbn  with  their  northern  nei^ihboursj 
can  l)c  owing  to  a  pradice  which  pre¬ 
vailed  in  the  mod  flouiidiing  dates  of 
antiquity.  The  antient  governments 
were  on  a  quite  different  footing  from 
the  modern  :  they  all  countenance  the 
prat^icc  of  flavery,  and  therefore  they 
will  admit  of  no  comparifon  ;  but  here 
arc  neighbouring-colonies,  Penafylvania 
and  Xew-Kngland  on  the  one  hand — the 
C.irolinas  and  Virginia  on  the  other. 
The  latter  had  equal  opportunities  of 
improvement  with  the  former,  yet  it  is 
wtll  known  that  they  are  far  beliind 
them  in  every  refpedt ;  and  the  Wed- 
Indians,  who  have  an  incredible  number 
i)t‘  have 5,  have  made  no  progrefs  lu 
Kavfiing  or  manufactures,  and  the  gene¬ 
rality  of  ilie  white  people  are  given  up 
li)  liixm  y  aiul  diflipation. 

“  However  much  (fays  a  judicioui^ 
write*!)  we  may  talk  of  the  free  govern¬ 
ment  of  antient  nations,  yet,  while  the 
rravitice  of  fl  ivery  continuetl  among 
them,  and  while  thefe  flaves  far  exceed¬ 
ed  the  free  citizens  in  number,  I  will 
vtntnre  to  affirm  that  the  mod  dcfpolic 
povirnment  in  Europe  is,  upon  the 
whole,  more  happy.** 

1  have  often  thought  it  very  nnac- 
conniahle,  that  thole  who  know  very 
well  the  natural  rights  of  mankind,  and 
fvcm  to  he  mod  fenlible  of  the  value  of 
liln  rty,  Ihonld  be  the  readied  to  tyran- 
n  /e  over,  and  enffavc  others.  In  no 
cafe  have  we  a  more  remarkable  indance 
4*1  this  obfervation  than  in  the  prefeut 
coiiduift  of  fome  of  the  American  colo¬ 
nic.^  towards  the  mother  country. 

There  are  a  fet  of  men  in  fome  of 
thefe  colonies  who  make  a  great  noife 
about  liberty — the  natural  rights  of  man¬ 
kind— the  privilege  of  impofing  their 
own  taxes — opprtffion — and  an  that.; 
and  yet  tliat  they  themfclvcs  (hould 
make  no  fcruple  of  depriving  many  of 
thvir  fellow  creatures  of  every  natural 
light  wbatfoever.  Is  it  not  very  ridicu- 
lu’is  to  hear  them  felting  forth,  in  the 
nioff  pitiiul  manner,  the  mifiTics  which 
attnid  flavt  ly  : — that  the  Divine  Author 
ot  our  eriffence  f'lrely  never  intended 
that  one  part  of  the  human  race  fliouUi 
bold  an  aldolute  property  in,  and' an  iin- 
bourded  power  over  others,  while  they 
■ncinrd.ts  reduce  tboitfinds  of  the  hu- 
VoL.  XXXiV. 
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man  fpecies  to  the  mod  raiferable  con* 
dition,  and  make  them  groan  under  the 
iron  hand  of  uppreilion.  Let  it  not  be 
told  in  the  annals  of  .hidory,  that  ever 
free-born  Britons,  who  have  on  all  oc* 
cadons  Ihewed  the  greated  love  of  liber¬ 
ty,  and  abhorrence  of  Uavery,  counter 
nanced  this  barbaious  pra^icc.

AS  to  the  Supreme  Being,  be  bad  al¬ 
ways  fome  iinpreliion  of  one  ;  and 
profelFed  often  to  me  that  he  had  never 
kivown  an  intire  atUeiff,  who  fully  be¬ 
lieved  there  was  no  God  :  yet,  wben 
he  explained  his  notion  of  this  Being,  it 
amounted  to  ih)  mure  than  a  vad  power, 
that  had  none  of  the  attributes  of  guod- 
nef.  or  juffice  we  aferibe  to  the  Deity. 
Thefe  were  his  thoughts  about  religion, 
as  himfelf  told  me.  For  morality,  he 
freely  owned  to  me,  that  though  he  talk¬ 
ed  of  it  as  a  kne  thing,  yet  this  was  only 
liccaufe  he  thought  it  a  decent  way  of 
fpeaking  i  and  that,  as  tlie^  went  always 
in  cloathb,  though  in  their  frofics  they 
would  have  chofen  fometimes  to  have 
gone  naked,  if  they  had  not  feareil  the 
people  ;  fo  though  fome  of  them  found 
it  necellary  for  human  life  to  talk  of  mo- 
lality,  yet  he  confcired  they  cared  not 
for  it  further  than  the  reputation  of  it 
wasmeceilai  y  for  their  credit  and  affairs, 
of  which  he  gave  me  many  inflancef»,  aa 
their  profefling  and  fwearing  friendffiip 
where  they  hated  mortally  ;  their  oaths 
and  imprecations  in  their  addreffes  to  wo¬ 
men,  which  they  intended  never  to  make 
.good ;  the  plealure  they  took  in  defa¬ 
ming  iniKx:ent  perfoiis,  and  fpreadiqg 
falfe  reports  of  fome,  perhaps  in  revenge, 
becaule  they  could  not  engage  them  to 
comply '  with  their  ill  dcfigns ;  the  de¬ 
light  they  had  in  making  people  quar¬ 
rel  ;  their  uqjuff  ufage  of  their  creditors, 
and  putting  them  eff  by  any  deccitfal 
promife  they  coukl  invent,  that  mig^t 
deliver  them  from  prefent  importtinity : 
fo  tluit,  in  deteftation  of  thefe  courfes, 
he  would  often  break  forth  into  fuch 
hard  exprcffions*  concerning  himfelf  at 
would  be  ‘  indecent  fojr  another  to  re. 
pifat. 
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Such  ha  J  bfcn  his  principles  prac- 
ticf '  ii»  a  l  OMi  fc  ot'  miiiy  ycar>,  \'’hich 
had  almol't  ejnitf  extinpuilhed  tiie  natu¬ 
ral  propcnlitK^^  in  him  to  jullicc*  aiul  vir- 
luf.  lie  \v«)nl(l  often  go  into  the  coun¬ 
try,  and  be  lor  fome  months  wholly  em- 
jdoyiil  in  Autly,  or  the  Adlies  of  his  wit, 
which  he  c.mie  to  direct  chi»  Hy  to  la- 
tire  ;  and  tin'  he  often  defended  to  me, 
■try  laying  there  were  fome  pe»>ple  that 
conhl  not  t*e  kept  in  order,  or  adinonilli- 
e!  but  in  thib  way.  1  replicil,  that  it 
iwlijiir  l»e  granted  lliat  a  gra»e  way  ot  la- 
tire  'vts  foinetimes  no  un.prohlaMc  way 
t'f  reproof;  yet  they  who  nleil  it  only 
out  of  fpltr,  and  nii\cd  lies  witn  trill !>, 
fp.'tir;:  nothing  tlial  might  adorn  thiir 
;uKn.',  or  giaiiiy  their  revMigc,  cv)ii!d 
not  exrnfr  ti.at  way  of  reproach,  by 
v.'hie!»  t!u*  innoi'cnt  ollen  lutlcr ;  lincc 
the  molt  inal'cii’iis  tltjn;p,  ;t  wittily  ex- 
\  relict!,  inipi.t  liiek  to  arul  hlemiih  the 
i  t  It  nun  ill  till*  woiltl,  and  tlie  ni.iliee  ot 
a  lil)e!  i-onld  hardly  conliti  with  the  cha¬ 
rity  of  an  adinonllit'n.  To  tliis  he*  an- 
fvteretl,  a  man  ct»iild  not  wiitc  with  lile 
unicfs  he  w^re  heated  l>y  revenge:  ftir, 
tt>  make  a  f.ilire  wiilunit  refentimnts 
npoii  the  cold  notions  of  phiK'fophy,  was 
as  if  .1  nan  w(*u'tl,  in  coKl  hhH>d,  cut 
men’s  thro.i’s  who  had  luver  oto  ndetl 
him  ;  and  he  faid  the  lies  in  tlulc  libels

could  perceive  nothing  by  uhich  Ec 
might  be  difeovered. 

1  iu)w  turn  to  thofe  parts  of  this  nat- 
rativc  wiicrein  I  myfelr  bore  fome  (hare, 
and  which  1  am  to  deliver  upon  the  ob- 
fervatit)ns  I  made  after  a  long  and  free 
converfatiou  with  him  for  fome  months, 

1  was  not  long  in  his  company  when  he 
told  me  he  Ihould  treat  me  with  more 
freedom  than  he  had  ever  ufed  to  men  of 
my  profefTion.  He  w’ould  conceal  none 
of  his  principles  from  me,  but  lay  hii 
thoughts  open  without  any  dilguife;  nor 
wimld  he  do  it  to  maintain  debate,  or 
11. ew  his  wit,  but  plainly  tell  me  what 
Anrk  with  him;  and  prolefted  to  me, 
that  he  was  nol  To  engaged  to  his  old 
m.ixims  as  to  refolve  not  to  change,  but 
that,  if  he  ctHilil  be  convinced,  he  would 
chulc  rather  to  be  of  another  mind.  He 
f.iiil  he  wou’ul  impartially  weigh  whatl 
Ihould  lay  before  him,  and  tell  me  freely 
when  it  did  convince  him,  and  when  it 
did  not.  He  exprtH'td  this  difpofition 
of  mind  to  me  in  a  manner  fo  frank, 
that  1  could  not  but  believe  him,  and  be 
much  taken  with  his  way  of  difeourfe. 

Having  thus  opened  the  way  to  the 
licads  of  our  (nreom  fe,  T  lhail  next  men¬ 
tion  them.  I  he  three  chief  things  we 
talkeil  about  were  morality,  natural  re¬ 
ligion,  and  revealed  religion,  ChriAiani^ 
in  particular.  For  morality,  he  corifel- 
I’cd  i'.e  law  the  neceflity  of  it,  both  for 
the  government  of  the  Avorld,  and  for 
the  prefervat’on  of  health,  life  and  fricnil- 
Ihip,  and  was  very  much  aAiamed  of  his 
Am  mcr  pradices,  rather  becaufc  he  had 
made  himfelf  a  beaft,  and  had  brought 
pain  .and  licknels  on  his  body, and  had  ftf- 
fered  mnch  in  his  reputation,  than  from 
any  deep  fenfe  of  a  Supreme  Being,  or 
another  Aate  ;  but  fo  far  this  went  with 
him,  tluil  he  refolvcd  firmly  to  change 
the  com  fe  of  his  life,  which  he  thought 
'  he  Ihould  efied  by  the  Andy  of  pijilofb- 
phy,  and  had  not  a  few'  no  lefs  folid  than 
pleaf.int  iu»tions  concerning  the  folbr 
and  m.idnefs  of  vice  ;  but  he  confelTeS 
he  had  no  reiTUM  fe  for  his  paA  adionsas 
oAcnces  again  A  God,  but  only  as  injuries 
to  hiinfeh  .ind  to  mankind. 

l.’pon  this  Inhjed  I  Aiewed  him  the 
difeds  of  plulofophy  for  reforming  th^ 
wi»rld  :  that  if  w.is  a  matter  of  fpccida- 
tion,  whicii  hut  cither  had  the  lef- 
Ime  or  the  rapacity  to  inquire  into  { btit 
the  principle  that  muA  reform  mankli^ 
muA  !k’  rhvir.us  to  every  man’s  under* 
Aanuirg :  that  phiiofophy  iu  mattert  of 
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r/ora)lty,  beyond  the  great  lines  of  our 
iu.iv,  li.id  no  very  certain  fixed  rule, 
but,  in  the  kircr  offices  and  inflances  of 
oar  duty,  went  miii^h  by  the  fancies  of 
ricn  and  eiilloms  of  nations,  and  confe- 
c;  icntly  coidd  not  have  authority  enougli 
t  >  hear  dt)wn  the  propenfitics  of  nature, 
a;>;iente  or  pallion  ;  for  which  1  inflan- 
tid  in  thcl'c  two  points  ;  the  one  was 
ilnuit  ili.it  maxim  of  the  Stoics,  to  ex- 
1 1  p.ite  all  fort  of  palfion  and  concern  for 
::iy  thing  :  that,  take  it  by  one  hand 
lamed  ilefireable,  hecaufe^  if  it  could  be 
iccompliiheil,  it  would  make  all  the  ac- 
cuitnu  of  life  eafy  ;  but  1  think  it  can- 
u>\  Ivcauk  nature,  after  all  our  ftriving 
iyaiiift  it,  will  Hill  return  to  itfelf ;  yet, 
on  the  other  hand,  it  difiblved  the  bonds 
of  ntture  and  friendOiip,  and  fiackened 
indiillrj;,  which  wdll  move  but  dully 
without  an  inward  he.at  ;  and  If  it  deli- 
nred  a  man  from  many  tronblcs,  it  dc- 
[  lived  iiim  of  the  chief  pleafurcs  of  life, 

\  Inch  arife  from  friendlliip.  The  other 
was  cvincerning  the  reftraint  of  pleafure, 
l  ow  tar  that  w'as  to  go.  Upon  this  he 
t  )’d  me  the  two  maxims  of  his  morality 
t  un  were,  that  he  ihould  do  nothing  to 
the  hurt  of  any  other,  or  that  might  pre- 
;  ulicc  his  own  health  ;  and  he  thought 
iliiiall  pkafnre,  when  it  did  not  inter- 
tcre  witii  thefe,  was  to  be  indulged  as 
the  gratification  of  our  natural  appetites. 
It  lamed  unreafonable  to  imagine  thefe 
'ere  put  into  a  man  only  to  be  reft  rain¬ 
ed  or  curbed  to  fuch  a  narrowuefs  :  this 
he  applied  to  the  free  ufe  of  wine  and 

To  this  I  anfwered,  that,  if  appetites 
I  mg  natural  was  an  arguinenl  fi>r  the 
i'diilging  them,  then  the  revengeful 
I'-'sht  as  well  alledge  it  for  murder,  and 
t  le  covetous  for  ftealing,  whofe  appe- 
tiks  are  no  lefs  keen  on  thofe  objei^s; 
ntid  yet  it  is  acknowledged  that  thefe 
''’r.netitis  ought  to  be  curlnid.  If  the 
'  iHciencc  is  nrged  from  the  injury  that 
i  otijc-  perfoii  receives,  the  injury  Is  as 
/  k.it  if  a  man’s  wife  is  defiled,  or  his 

*  oightcr  corrupted  :  and  it  is  impotfiblc 

*  ‘r  a  man  to  let  his  appetites  loofc  to 
'  igraiu  lulls,  and  not  to  tranfgrels  in 
^  ‘Vk-  particular!, ;  fo  there  w'as  nocuriog 
j  K  fuiordns  that  mini  rife  from  ihencc^ 
but  by  legulating  theic  appetites;  an/t 
''iiy  Diould  w'e  not  a^  well  think  Ihiit 

inleiuled  our  biutifti  and  feufual 
•‘Ppciites  ihould  be  governed -by  our  rca- 
*1  ui,  as  tliat  the  fiercenefs  of  beafts  fhoubl 
be  managed  and  tamed  by  tkewifvloga. 
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and  for  the  ufe  of  man  ?  So  that  it  is  no 
real  abfurdity  to  grant  that  appetites 
were  put  into  men  on  purpofc  to  cxcr-» 
cife  their  reafon*in  the  reftraint  and  go¬ 
vernment  of  them;  which  to  be  able  to 
do  ininiltcrs  a  higher  and  more  lafting 
,  pleafure  to  a  man,  tb.in  to  give  them 
.their  full  fcopc  and  range  ;  ana  if  other 
rules  of  philofophy  be  cbfefvcd,  fuch  as 
the  avoiding  thofe  objects  that  ftir  paf- 
.  fioo,  no.  hing  raifes  higher  pallions  than 
ungoverned  lull ;  nothing  darkens  the 
.  uiidcrftanding,  and  drpreflTcs  a  man's 
mind  more ;  nor  is  any  thing  managed 
with  more  frequent  returns  or  other  im¬ 
moralities,  fuch  as  oaths  and  impreca¬ 
tions,  which  are  only  uitendcd  to  cora- 
pafs  w'hat  is  dcfii  cil:  The  ex  pence  that 
is  necclfary  to  maintain  thefe  irregulari¬ 
ties  makes  a  man  falfe  in-  his  other  deal¬ 
ings. 

All  this  he  freely  confeflTcd  was  true ; 
upon  which  I  urged,  that,  if  it  was  rea- 
fo  liable  for  a  man  to  regulate  his  appe¬ 
tite  in  things  which  he  knew  were  hurt¬ 
ful  to  him,  was  it  not  as  reafonahlc  for 
God  to  preferibe  a  regulating  of  thofe 
appetites,  whofe  unreftiaincd  courfc  did 
produce  fuch  mifehievous  tfi'e^b  :  That 
it  could  not  be  denied  but*  doing  to 
others  what  w’c  would  have  others  do 
unto  118,  was  a  juft  rule.  Thefe  men 
then  that  knew  how  extremely  fenlible 
they  themfdvcs  w'ouUl  lie  of  the  diftui- 
nour  of  their  families  in  the  cafe  of  their 
wives  or  daughters,  imift  needs  condemn 
themfelves  for  doing  that  which  they 
could  not  bear  from  another :  and  if  the 
peace  of  mankind, and  the  intire  fatitrfac- 
tion  of  our  whole  life,  ought  to  be  one 
of  the  chief  meafures  of  our  a<^ions,  thru 
let  the  wotld  judge,  whether  a  man  that 
confines  his  appetite,  and  lives  contonicd 
at  home,  is  not  much  happier  than  thofe 
that  let  their  defires  run  after  forbidden 
objrds.  The  tiling  being  graiitetl  <0  be 
better  in  itfelf,  then  U»c  queftinn  falls 
between  the  reftraint  of  appetite  in  fonie 
inflances,  and  the  freedom  of  a  man's 
thoughts,  the  fuiiudiu^si  af  his  health,  his 
application  to  aftairs,  with  the  eafincfsof 
his  witole  life.  Whether  the  one  is  not 
to  be  done  before  the  other  ?  As  to  the 
difficulty  of  fuch  a  heftraiut,  though  it  is 
;Cot  eafy  to  be  done,  when  a  man  allows 
^himfelf  many  liberties,  in  which  it  it  not 
poffihlc  to  flop,  yet  thofe  who  avoid  the 
occafiont  tliat  may  kindle  thefe  impure 
flames,  and  keep  themfelves  well  em- 
^Igyed,  find  the  vi^ory  and  dominion 


ovfr  them  no  fiich  impoflVo’e  or  hard 
matlrr,  as  may  at  firft  \itw  :  So 
that  thouph  the  philotophy  and  mor^Ufy 
ot'  this  point  wore  plain,  yd  there  is  not 
Itrengih  cnonph  in  that  principle  to  Aib- 
dne  nattirr  nrd  appetite. 

Upon  this  I  urjred  that  morality  could 
not  be  a  ftron'  thing,  unitts  a  man 
vrre  determined  by  a  law  within  him- 
f*lf ;  for,  if  he  <*nly  meafnreit  himfelf  by 
decency  or  the  lawy  f»f  the  land,  this 
woul.t  teach  him  only  to  ufc  Inch  can- 
eion  In  his  ill  pra<3ice«,  that  they  AumikI 
not  break  ont  too  vilibly,  hut  would  ne¬ 
ver  carry  him  to  an  ifiwar«l  an«l  univer- 
fal  probity:  that  virtue  was  otfo  com¬ 
plicated  a  nature,  that  unlefs  a  man 
lame  intirely  within  its  <lifcipline,  he 
rotild  not  adhere  ftedfatlly  to  any  one 
precept  ;  for  vices  arc  often  made  ne- 
erdary  Ihpjx^rts  to  one  another:  that 
th’s  cannot  be  done,  cither  fteadily  nr 
with  any  fatitifadion,  unUfs  the  miiul 
•hvs  iiov  irdly  com|)ly  with,  and  delight 
in  the  dictates  of  virti>e  ;  and  that  could 
n<it  he  efleded  except  a  man’s  nature 
SNcrc  internally  regenerated,  am!  chan- 
pctl  by  a  higher  prificipk* :  tiM  that  cainc 
about,  corrupt  nature  would  be  flrontr, 
atid  philofophy  but  ft^ble,  t-fpeeially 
V  hen  it  flrugglcil  witli  fucb  appetites  or 
puhoos  as  sverc  much  kiuilleit,  or  deeply 
rooted  in  the  c<»n!\itution  of  one’s  bmly.

Ur  comprehended  the  dit5tates  of  reafon 
and  philofophy,  in  which,  as  the  mind 
bfcaine  much  convrrfant,  tlieie  w^nild 
fi'on  follow,  as  he  believed,  a  greater 
caiinef*  in  obeying  its  precepts.

That  we  arc  ladly  ileficii  nt  in  the  art 
of  pleat!- nc,  iv.uft  be  erider.t  tt>  every 
pivfon  ot  judgment  who  attends  the  ha- 
tauuucs  of  the  pulpit,  or  the  dcclama- 
1  »on>  of  1 1  r  bar. 

Confidcung  the  multiplicity  of  gentle¬ 
men  whoimbrace  the  pro'etbon  i  f  the 
law,  It  is  fotncwhai  anouiftrirg  that  fo 
tew  giMx!  plcailers  are  to  l>e  foiiml 
amongil  them.  There  arc  no  bixly  of 
inert  who  h.avc  more  occaiion  tor  orato¬ 


ry,  yet  there  are  not  any  who  poflTefi  it 
in  a  Id's  degree.  l*he  mod  eminent  of 
onr  plcadcTh  are  ibamcfully  deficient  in 
the  rhetorical  art.  Some  are  curfeil 
with  fuch  a  provincial  dialect,  that  their 
tones  and  emphafis  grate  harth  dilconl 
on  our  ears.  I  never  heard  Mr  W  ■  '  i 
without  experiencing  that  I'cnfation  of 
pain  which  ditfonance  in  mufic  excites. 

If  this  celebrated  pleader  had  any  ear 
for  harmony,  be  would  never  torture 
the  feelings  of  his  auditors.  The  an 
tient  orators  never  ventured  to  fpcak  in 
public  before  they  had  conquered  every 
natural  or  acquired  defed.  The  prac 
tice  of  Demoflheues  is  well  known.  He 
had  acquired  an  habit  of  ftammering 
Hy  perfevning  art  be  conquered  thatdc 

fed.  Mr  W - nc  might  fiirely  not  be 

qiiite  fo  provincial  in  his  dialed.  A 
pleader  in  the  metropolis  (bould  fpeak 
the  language  of  London,  unlefs  he  chufet 
to  remind  us  of  the  barbarifm  of  our  an- 
ceftors,  by  exhibiting  dialcdic  fpecimcM 
of  northern  ferocity. 

The  deficiency  of  Englifh  oratory  il 
not  folely  confineil  to  the  bar  :^the  pul 
pit  is  equally  defedive.  In  Mr  Addi 
fou’s  tiixie  the  preachrrs  Oood  ftock  fiill 
in  the  pulpit.  In  our  days  they  move  to 
fo  little  purpofc,  that  they  might  at  well 
l>e  molionlcfs.  Tlie  tranfc.endent  joys 
of  heaven,  and  tlic  exquifite  tortures  of 
hell,  are  themes  on  which  they  difeourfe 
with  the  fatne  tone  of  voice,  and  uni 
formity  of  language,  as  if  they  were  re 
citing  an  unintcrclling  narrative-  H  i* 
trtic  that  thiir  congregations  are  in  ge¬ 
neral  even  witli  them.  Whiifl  the  dow 
ny  dodor  tells  his  emollient  talc*  his 
principal  parilhioners  enjoy  the  I'wccts 
of  number.  Agreeable  to  the  print  of 
llogarthjthe  church- warden  fnoreswhiltt 
the  paflor  is  exhorting  him  to  watch  and 

.  .  u- 

Mr  Addifon  mentions  fenators  in  hii 
titnc,  wliofe  cuflom  it  was  to  mould 
their  hats  into  a  thotifand  forms  whilft 
they  were  delivering  orations  in  thc;fe 
nate.  “  A  deaf  man  (fays  that  elegant 
writer'  would  have  conjedured  that  they 
had  been  cheapening  a  beaver  when  they 
were  talking  of  the  fate  of  the  Britilb  na 
tion.”  If  Mr  Addifon  was  now  living* 
and  to  vifit  the  iVuatc  in  the  charader  of 
a  rpedator,  what  would  he  fay  on  per 
cciving  that,  in  tlie  whole  lioufc  of  coo- 
nmn*.,  there  were  not  twenty  memhert 
qualified  for  public  breakers  ?  There  !• 
not  any  nation  in  Europe  which- hit 
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more  occafion  to  cwUivate  the  art  of 
oratory  than  FnglantI  ;  yet  no  people 
under  heaven  wero  ever  lb  defective  in 
that  art  as  the  Our  lower 

houiV  of  parliament  is  as  much  a  popii- 
),ir  alleinbly  as  tluj  iVnate  ot  old  Rome. 

It  is  the  nature  of  all  popular  aftemblies 
to  have  Ibmc  leaders.  Thole  leaders 
tliould  be  men  of  eloquence.  The  pre- 
Itjit  times  afford  not  any  fuyh.  fneohe- 
iciit  rant  and  difeordant  jargon  mark 
the  complexion  of  our  fenate.  Since  the 
tune  of  Mr  Pitt,  not  one  man,  intitled 
to  the  appellation  of  an  orator,  hath  gra¬ 
ced  the  houfe  of  commons  with  Ms  pre- 
fence  ;  yet  in  that  houfe  the  affairs  of, 
the  intion,  as  in  our  common  law  courts, 
Miiil  matters  relative  to  the  property  of 
individuals,  are  effe^ed,  in  fume  degreei 
by  the  powers  of  rhetoric. 

This  Ihould  convince  us  of  the  necef- 
fity  of  cultivating  the  art  of  oratory,  or 
for  ever  laying  afide  all  pretenllons  to  it. 
Perhaps  the  latter  would  be  the  better 
w  ly.  PoUibly  nature  denied  u»  the 
power  of  attaining  unto  the  perfection 
oforatoiy.  If  we  are  not  naturally  in¬ 
capable  of  making  fome  progrefs  in  that 
ul'cful  art,  it  is  an  high  reflexion  on  our 
national  charaCler  that  we  are  fo  fhock- 
iiij;Iy  deficient.  It  can  never  be  ow'ing 
ti>  our  modelty,  as  Mr  Addifon  w'ould 
iiiygfft  :  for,  unlefs  it  can  be  proved 
that  our  divines  and  lawyers  arc  the 
moll  balliful  men  in  England,  we  (hall 
kill  be  at  a  lofs  to  account  for  their. he¬ 
me  the  word  readers  and  fpeakers  that 
ever  difgraeed  any  civilized  country.

dand  mod  in  need  of  theory,  and  ought 
to  pick  up  every  hint  they  can  meet  with 
to  improve  their  judgment,  foil,  and  for¬ 
tune.  , 

Was  any  man  fo  prefumptuous  as  to 
pradtlfe  phyfic  or  furgery,  luppofiiig  hj: 
ufed  goird  and  Coftly  rnenicines,  gAvc 
drl<5t  attendance,  unicis  he  had  before 
that  fliidied  anatomy,  the  human  copfti- 
tution,  and  materia  meJira,  he  would  bp 
often  baffled,  and  by  chance  only  fuc- 
cecd  when  Nature  did  the  biifmefs  for 
fiim.  So  the  farmer  may  bedow  much 
labour,  time,  and  cxpencc  to  very  little 
purpofr,  unlefs  he,  by  theory  at  lead, 
knows  the  qualities  of  foil  arid  manure, 
and  the  means  neceffary  to  make  hi^ 
fields  produce  plentiful  crops,  without 
much  impoverilhing  the  ground.

Therefore,  lef'nbt  thc.yoiinj^j 
farmer  defpife  the  hints  hereafter  given,

As  many  ladies 
and  gentlemen  of  fortune,  and  indeed 
they  who  arc  cafy  in  their  circumflances, 
generally  prefer  beauty  to  w'calth  in  the 
choice  of  wives  or  hufbands,  even  on  that 
account,  I  am  furprifed.  that  policy  has 
not  prompted  parents  to'give  their  chil* 
dren  the  bell  chance,  not  only  for  life, 
but  alfo  for  living  well.  -The  Circalfians, 
an  ignorant  and  indolent  people  in  other 
rcfpc^Jls,  have  taught  us  a  lefton  worthy 
of  imitation  ;  and  great  are  the  obliga¬ 
tions  many  of  our  nation,  particularly  of 
the  /uir /exf  owe  to  the  right  honourable 
lady  who  firft  introduced  that  cultom  a- 
mongll  us.

1  lhall  conclude  with  this  obfervation, 
that  mofl  of  thofe  who  nev'er  had  the 
fmall-pox,  when  they  talk  ferionny  on 
the  fubje^,  envy  thofe  that  have  had 
tl*em,  repine  at,  and  accufe  their  parents 
of  cruelty  for  entailing  on  them  tlut 
great  drawback  on  human  happinefs,  a 
confl.iut  dread  and  danger  of  that  fatal 
diftemper  which  they  could  fo  ealily  have 
prevented.  I  mult  now  apologize  for 
detaining  the  reader  fo  long  on  a  fnhjeA,  ‘ 
however  neceffary,  foreign  to  the  pnr- 
pofe  which  the  title  of  this  treatife  ex- 
prefles.

(.  /M‘  nf  n  letter  from  Fice  Admiral  Lord 
i' './count  Howe  to  Lord  George 
Gi.k,main£,  dated  Eagle^  off"  Staten 
luiUhly  II.  1776. 

‘‘  ^Jy  Lord, 

Conceiving  it  of  the  ntmoft  impor- 
taiKv,  in  piirfuit  of  the  obieds  of  the 
WTial  eomrnifiion  with  which  I  had  the 
honour  to  be  charged  by  his  majefty, 
that  the  colonics  in  rebellion  fliould  have 
the  earb.efl  information  of  his  majefty's 
gracious  intentions,  with  refped  to 
e  reftoration  of  peace,  and  the  gran¬ 
ts”?  of  pardon*^  to  fiich  of  his  majefty's 
a?,  by  their  fpeedy  return  to  their 
^  e;.'iance,  might  delerve  the  royal  mcr- 
;  1  thought  proper,  in  the  courfc  of 
^Y'oyagcr,  to  prepare  a  declaration  to 
*t  efu;^,  together  with  a  circular  let¬ 


ter  aJdrefled  to  the  governors,  or,  in 
their  abfcnce,  the  licutenant-goyernort 
or  chief  magiftrates,  of  the  refpedivtco.* 
lonies ;  copies  of  which  1  have  the  bo» 
nour  to  inclofe  to  your  lordfliip.  No.  x* 
and  2. 

“  I  had  little  expedation  that  thefe 
letters  and  declaration  would  reach  the 
hands  of  his  majefty’s  governors — My 
objed  was,  that  they  ihould  be  circular 
ted  as  much  as  pofliblc  throughout  the 
provinces ;  and  I  hoped  to  have  fouiKl 
an  opportunity  of  landing  them  foon  af¬ 
ter  the  time  of  their  date,  by  means  of 
fomc  veflfcl  1  might  meet  with  upon  the 
coafts  ;  but  no  opportunity  oflered  till  I 
arrived  off  the  harbour  of  New-York  on 
the  sath  of  laft  month,  when  I  difpatch- 
cd  the  flrfl  lieutenant  of  the  Eagle  to 
Amboy,  with  thofc  intended  for  the  co¬ 
lonies  to  the  foulhward  of  New-Vofk, 
direding  him  to  deliver  them  to’  smy 
perfon  who  might  appear  in  authority, 
and  to  deflre  they  might  be  forwarded 
by  the  poft. 

“  The  inclofed  printed  paper.  No.  3, 
which  came  accidcnt.ally  to  ray  hands, 
will  inform  your  lordlhip  of  the  refolu- 
tion  of  the  general  congrefs,  upon  their 
receipt  of  the  above-mentioned  packets, 
which  it  feems  were  tranfmitted  by  Mr 
(called  general)  Mercicr,  the  comman¬ 
ding  officer  at  Amboy,  to  Mr  Waihing- 
ton  at  New-York,  and  by  him  to  the 
congrefs. 

“  .Capt.  Burnaby,  in  the  Merlin  (Ibbp^, 
was  charged  w  ith  the  packets  for  co¬ 
lonies  of  Mafl'achiifctt^s-Bay,  Rlasde- 
Ifland,  Connedicut,  and  New-Qvnp- 
fliire,  ai>d  direded  to  land  them 
Rhodc-Illand.  On  the  2«tb  of  laft 
month  he  returised  with  a  lettei  ..to,  me 
from  Mr  Cooke,  acknowledging  the  re¬ 
ceipt  of  my  letter  wd  declaration,  and 
acquainting  me  that  he  had  commiunr 
cated  them  '“  to  the  gcncral-aflcmbly  of 
that  ftatc,”  then  iittliig  at  Newport-, 
who  would  tranfmit  copies  of  them  tp 
**  the  moft  honoiinfbie  the  general  con¬ 
grefs  of  the  united  ftates  of  America,*  to 
whom  every  apt^lication  ought  to  be  ad- 
drefl'ed,  and  muft  be  referred.*'  A.Cbpy

Extras  cf  a  letter  from  Staten  TJJandf  nuie 
wilrj  off  Xezv-  Torky  dated  Aug*  7. 

“  We  landed  upon  this  ifland  five  or 
Hx  days  ago,  where  we  found  gen.  Howe 
with  the  army,  waiting  llic  arrival  of  hii 
reinforcements,  wdiich  are  coming  in 
every  day.  (Un.  Clinton,  with  3000 
men,aiiived  the  2d  inft.  in  good. health 
— a  very  feafonable  reinforcement  he 
loft  afriga*e,andhad  zoo  faiiot  s  killed  and 
wounded  in  the  fouth.  His  conduA  in 
joining  this  army  is  mucli  approved  of. 
About  five  thonfaiul  Heflians,  guards 
and  Highlanders  arrived  yeiterday,  and 
other  fhips  are  appearing  in  light  every 
hour.  A  few  days,  1  fuppofe,  vviil  make 
a  change  in  (»ur  fituation. 

“  'I'wti  Ihips  of  war  are  fentupthe 
river,  which  received  the  fire. of  all  the 
batteries,  but  no  ilamagc  ;  and  the  mo» 
mem  the  lafl  of  this  fleet  is  arrived,  it  is 
expected  wc  fhall  attack  New- York  and 
Long  Ifland  ;  the  former  is  as  ftrongly 
fo:  tihed  as  it  can  be  ;  and  their  accounti 
fay,  their  garrilbn  coniiiis  of  forty  thou- 
faml  men. 

“  Our  artillery  embarked  lafl  night} 
and,  by  the  pieparations  making  now,  it 
feems  as  if  we  are  foon  to  try  their 
ftrength. 

“  Juft  row  1  liear  there  is  an  account 
come  of  tlic  Pharix  having  been  attac¬ 
ked  aluive  the  town  by  2  gondolas,  a 
fire-fhip,  and  fomc  other  vefl'els,  and 
that  the  lias  acquitted  herielf  with  great 
honour  ;  that  (he  has  kilitd  them  a  num¬ 
ber  ot  people,  funk  the  lire-fliip,  and  al- 
inofl  deflroyed  every  thing  they  fent  out 
ag;iinfl  lx  r.  The  Kofe  man  of  war  was 
at  a  great  diflance  above  her,  up  the 
liver.**

pcTk'd  health,  lUitvvithllanding  the 
},  4rdil.ips  to  which  they  have  been  expo- 
kaI,  riicampcd  upon  a  burning  fand  for 
kvcral  weekH,  without  tlie  leaft  morfel 
ot  tuih  provilions.  Geu.  Burgoyne  ap¬ 
proaches  with  a  numerous  army  of.Ca- 
ii.ulians  and  Indians.  It  is  faid,  but  this 
I  iloubt  muclj,  that  he  is  on  this  fide  Ti- 
comlin)ga,  and  near  to  Albany.  Our 
.‘iniy  is  in  very  pood  health  and  furpri- 
Vpirits ;  much  the  better  by  the  re- 
liA.itioii  they  have  enjoyed  hiice  their 
arrival  here.  We  have  two  Ihips  of  war 
un  ilic  north  river,  foine  miles  above 
Ni  w-York ;  and  although  they  were 
obliged  to  pafs  fcvcral  batteries,  fortified 
|»y  M  ry  heavy  cannon,  received  little  da¬ 
mage.  They  had  a  leading  wind,  and 
jilenccd  one  battery  as  they  failed  along. 
We  learn,  hy  two  deferters  from  the  re¬ 
bel  army,  that  thefe  Ihips  were  attacked 
l.»me  days  ago  by  whale-boats,  rafts,  See. 
v.liich  vvere  heat  otf  with  very  confidcr- 
5l>k‘  lofo,  fome  of  them  inti  rely  funk, 
and  many  men  killed.  This  information,- 
1  imagine,  may  be  depended  upon.  It 
i:>  generally  believed  th.^t  the  rebels  do 
not  mean  to  defend  New-York,  if  it 
Iball  be  invelled  ;  They  have  filled  many 
homes  with  combuftiblea,  and  have  ta¬ 
ken  away  all  the  fire-tngines  and  water- 
buckets  from  the  town,  that  it  may  be 
encetiially  deftroyed.  There  are  no 
people  of  property  left  in  it.  It  is  inha- 
1'  tnl  only  by  rebels  from  New'-England. 
'Lre  long  we  fhall  certainly  l>e  in  mo¬ 
tion  ;  and  next  time  1  have  an  opportu- 
I  ty  of  writing  tt)  you,  I  hope  to  be  able 
to  fay  that  a  Isverc  blow  has  been  (Iruck 
at  the  root  of  rebellion.**

‘‘  My  DtAR.  FRIEND, 

“  As  few  events  give  me  fo  much 
pk'afure  as  the  perufal  of  your  letters,  I 
v.  ill  be  fo  partial  to  myfcTf,  as  to  fup- 
pofe  that  mine,  cfpecially  from  this 
<;Uarter  at  the  prefent  jundturc,  will  not 
i  e  unarct  ptablc  to  you. 

“  By  this  packet  you  will  undoubted¬ 
ly  expeft  lome  impertant  intelligence ; 
h'lt  hitherto  nothing  is  done,  though  wc 
^re  in  daily  expe<ffation  of  making  a  ra¬ 
pid  progrefs,  notwithitandinp  the  tre¬ 
mendous  apiHrarance  of  our  adverfarics, 
''ho  arc  fo  Itrongly  entrenched,  that  no- 
thin  the  iriclilUblc  .impetuo^- 
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ty  of  the  Britifh  arms  will  be  able  to 
overpower  them,  it  has  been  a  favou¬ 
rite  maxim  of  oui  army  to  hold  the  re¬ 
bels  in  the  moft  perteet  contempt.  How¬ 
ever  deferving  they  might  be  of  this  opi¬ 
nion  tw’o  years  ago,  1  am,  for  niy  own 
part,  well  convinced  that  they  ought 
now  to  be  otherways  regarded.  The 
mode  of  their  difpofition,  the  regularity 
wMth  which  their  works  are  condudted* 
fiifficicntly  evince  that  there  arc  amongft 
them  officers  and  engineers  (of  \^at 
country  1  do  not  pretend  to  fay)  who 
would  be  no  undciirable  acquifition  to 
any  army.  From  this  1  would  nut  have 
you  fuppofe  that  I  entertain  a  doubt  of 
our  proving  vidorious ;  1  only  wifli  to 
give  the  Britifli  troops  the  merit  of  con¬ 
quering  men,  not  cowards  and  poltroons, 
as  our  enemies  have  hitherto  been  ac¬ 
counted. 

“  Gen.  Clinton  and  Sir  Peter  Parker 
joined  us  on  the  iff  infi.  after  making  an 
unfuccersful  attack  on  Charlcs-towo, 
South-CaroHna.  Our  army  at  prefent 
confift  of  about  25,000,  of  which  not 
abi>ve  Jfxty  men  are  fick,  the  reft  able 
and  anxious  to  take  the  field,  not  doubl¬ 
ing  that,  under  the  aufpiccs  of  our  brave 
and  beloved  general,  the  moll  arduous 
enterprifes  will  be  attended  with  fuccefs. 
I  fincerely  believe  there  is  not  a  man  in 
this  army  who  would  not  lay  down  hit 
life  with  chcarfnlncfs  to  ferve  the  gene¬ 
ral.  Since,  therefore,  one  foul  actuates 
Us  all,  we  only  w'ait  with  anxious  folici- 
tude  for  his  cutler,  and  fear  not  the 
event. 

“  Two  Ihips  of  war,  which  went  up 
the  north  river  about  a  fortnight  fince, 
fiiflaiiied  a  very  heavy  cannonade  from 
the  rebel  Ivatteries  on  both  lidet  of  the 
river  ;  but,  notwithftanding  every  effort 
of  the  enemy,  they,  with  the  advantage 
of  the  tide  and  a  briik  gale,  got  paft 
without  any  apparent  damage.  After 
.firing  a  few  br<^adfidc8  at  the  provincial 
fort  in  New-York,  they  got  to  their 
dellination  ;  but  wc  have  as  yet  had  no 
.direct  accounts  from  them,  though  from 
defcrteis  wc  learn,  that  an  unfiiccersful 
attempt  had  been  made  upon  them  by 
the  rchelr,,  with  four  floating  batteries, 
three  of 'wliich  were  funk,  and  the  fourth 
drove  on  lliore,  where  they  were  purfu- 
ed  by  the  feamcn  and  marines,  their 
cannon  taken,  and  dune  houfes  burnt. 
The  rebels  are  exceeillngly  numerous  at 
York  and  in  the  jerfeys.  We  frequent¬ 
ly  exchange  a  fcw  iliut,  but  have 
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only  one  officer  (enfipn  Rlenncrh.ilTet  of 
the  loth  regiment)  killetl. 

“  The  rebels  threaten  to  burn  New- 
York  it'Uicy  are  obliged  to  quit  it  ;  and, 
as  1  have  no  doubt  that  this  will  foon  be 
the  cafe,  probably  my  next  letter  may 
inform  you  of  this  fine  town  bring  in 
allies.  1  fhall  write  you  by  tlic  veirel 
which  will  bring  the  accounts  of  his  ma- 
fcfiy's  arms  being  victorious.  Till  then 
farewell.**

“  As  yet  we  arc  n»>t  certain  when  we 
ftiall  proi*ce<l  to  tlie  attack,  thougii  it  is 
daily  expected,  and  the  luinour  is,  that 
the  attack  will  be  general ;  that  is,  on 
Long  liland,  the  city  of  New- York,  and 
the  place  alwve  the  city  where  it  i?  faitl 
the  main  lH)dy  of  the  army  arc  to  land. 
The  troops  arc  all  in  gotid  hcallh  and 
rxccllent  fpirits :  inchuliug  thofe  which 
have  joined  us  from  New-Jerfey,  &c. 
we  are  full  .to,ooo  men.  We  are  pretty 
well  fupplic<l  with  provifions  and  vege¬ 
tables,  and  have  a  prohibility  of  l>eing 
joined  by  a  great  number  of  the  provin¬ 
cials,  who  only  lecm  to  wait  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  come  over  to  us.  The  wretch¬ 
ed  inhabitants,  who  are  friends  to  go¬ 
vernment,  have  fiiffrred  almolt  Egyptian 
bondage.  Many  who  would  not  take 
the  oaths  of  allegiance  to  the  congrefs, 
have  been  fent  to  goal  in  Connecticut ; 
others  are  obliged  to  do  all  the  drudgery 
of  the  camp,  6cc.  I'hc  mayor  of  the  ci¬ 
ty,  whom  they  finne  time  ago  condem- 
ntd  to  <leath,  ha**  been  fent  to  New- 
Kngland,  and  we  Inlicve  tliey  will  not 
dare  to  put  in  execution  their  villainous 
fentcnce.  Wr  hone  foon  to  be  able  to 
give  freedom  to  many  of  thefe  luticring 
iovalifis/*

“  (^ur  wht>le  torce  is  now  collected, 
amounting  to  above  .;o,ccc  troops,  on 
this  Imall  Itland.  .all  in  health  and  l.igh 
fpiriu;  but  as  the  guards  and  lUfitaus 
arrived  only  thrv'C  days  ago,  after  having 
♦xrn  c»*n fined  on  K»ard  ne  ir  13  weeks, 
they  will  need  a  few  days  to  retreftt 
thrmfilves,  and  then  it  i.«;  expected,  as 
r\cry  l^ly  wifiics,  we  llialllwgin  iocar- 

Iiictt  ;  for  no  terms  will  he  lifiene%l  to  at 
pi  t  fent  by  onr  enemies. — Our  fea  ar¬ 
mament  confills  of  two  ftiips  of  6a,  and 
l)x‘  of  50,  and  two  of  4c  gnns  each,  a 
g'cat  numlwr  ui'  iVig.ites,  Ikops,  icc. 
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which,  together  with  tranfpprts,  vidua!- 
lers,  and  ftore-ndps,  make  between  4 
and  500  fail,  which,  with  the  atmf, 
make  in  the  whole  a  grand  military 
fliow. — The  enemy  arc  very  numerocii| 
intrenched  to  the  chin,  and  fortified 
with  redoubts,  batteries,  &c,  They 
have  prepared  firc-ihips,  fire-ftages,  and 
a  number  of  gallics,  w'ith  an*  intent  to 
burn  the  Oeet,  and  have  offered  high  re¬ 
wards  to  thofe  who  (liall  attempt  it,  and 
fuccced  ;  but  hitheiio  they  have  not  felt 
bold  enough  ;  if  they  do,  we  arc  prepared 
to  give  them  a  warm  reception. — About 
five  weeks  ago,  two  frigates  <  f  40  and  10 
guns  paffed  up  the  river,  through  an  in- 
celfant  fire  from  the  enemies  batteries, 
but  by  fignals  we  knew  they  received  no 
damage ;  and  fiiice  they  have  been  ou 
that  flat  ion,  they  have  been  attacked  a- 
g.iin  and  again  by  the  enemies  gallies, 
whom  the^  Ix'at  oft' each  time  with  grcift 
lofs  of  men. — This  afternoon,  the  gene^ 
rals,  admirals,  and  field-officers,  are 
fiiut  up.  when  it  is  expeded  the  plan  of 
operations  will  be  fixed  on.  The  moft 
perfed  unanimity  fubfifls  between  the 
ilect  and  the  army  ;  and  it  fecltis  the 
earnell  wifb  of  all  ranks  to  proceed  to 
adion.  We  may  conjedure  a  landing 
will  be  made  in  the  jerfeys  or  on  Long- 
Illand.**

“  A  few  days  ago  I  left  our  devoted 
city,  where  every  means  of  defence  has 
been  concerted  to  fecure  it  and  the 
whole  ifiand  of  Nevv-York  from  an  at¬ 
tack  of  the  royal  army.  Should  gen. 
liowe  fuccced  in  that  enterprife,  his  an- 
tagonifl,  Mr  Waihington,  has  provided 
a  magazine  of  pitch,  tar,  and  combiif* 
tibles,  to  burn  up  the  city  before  he 
ftiall  retreat  from  his  prefent  Ration. 
The  numbers  of  men  are  daily  diminifh- 
iug :  they  deferi  in  large  bodies;  are 
fickly,  filihr,  divided,  and  unruly.  Pu¬ 
trid  diforders,  the  fmall  pox  in  particu¬ 
lar,  have  carried  oif  great  numbers. 
When  I  left  them  the*  0  were  6coo  in  their 
hofpitals,  to  which  ufc  they  have  con¬ 
verted  King’s  College.  They  have  not 
now  quite  a?,oro  men  in  arms.

The  day 
he  failed  a  large  ihip  left  the  fame  port 
bound  to  America,  called  the  Hancock 
and  Adams,  commanded  by  one  Smith, 
who  was  cautious  in  mentioning,  what 
port  of  America  flic  'was  bound  to,  or 
what  his  cargo  conlifted  of.  Capt.  Wat- 
ton  was  fcveral  times  in  company  with 
him,  btit  could  coUeA  no  intelligence 
that  was  material.  The  day  before  he 
failed  he  was  examined,  by  order  of  the 
commandant  of  the  port,  when  a  quan¬ 
tity  of  contraband  ftores  was  found  on 
board  of  him,  which  he  was  obliged  to 
reland  ;  hut  the  fame  night  they  were  all 
rflhippcd  again,  with  a  great  deal  m'ore. 
The  mate  of  the  above  brig  was  on 
hoard  of  the  American  when  he  took  on 
board  20C0  fland  of  arms,  many  barrels 
of  gunpowder,  ami  (everal  barrels  of 
fair  pet  re,  befides  many  other  implements 
of  war.  Tills  veflVl  had  but  a  few-  fwi- 
vcls  on  board,  and  might  have  been  ta¬ 
ken  by  the  fmalleft  cruiwr  in  our  fcrvice. 
I'.'ot  one  of  the  provincials  feemed calcu¬ 
lated  to  make  any  refiftancc,  but  de¬ 
pended  iiitirely  on  dame  Fortune.  The 
above  account  was  conflrmcd  by  the 
mate  of  tlie  Samuel  (who  was  the  maf- 
ter's  foil),  the  carpenter,  and  two  of  her 
hands;  tiiey  were  all  examined  by  the 
othcers  of  this  port,  and  cvei^  one  of 
them  agreed  exa^ly  with  the  mafter’a 
rtpt)rt.  The  mader  told  me,  that  his 
and  people  knew  much  more  of  the

A  letter  from  a  furgeon,  with  the  ar¬ 
my  on  Staten  Ifland,  to  his  father  in 
London,  (by  the  laft  conveyance)  men¬ 
tions  the  general  health  of  the  !army  as 
perhaps  one  of  the  moft  remarkable  cir- 
cumflances  ever  remembered,  that  out  of 
fo  large  a  hotly  of  men,  con  fined  on  fofmall 
a  fpot,  not  above  one  to  a  thoufand  is  Tick, 
the  whole  army(about  thirty  men  only  cx- 
repted)  iKing  fit  to  encounter  every  dif- 
ftculty  of  a  fatiguing  warfare.  The  wri¬ 
ter  chiefly  aferibes  the  remarkable  hcalth- 
fuliiefs  of  the  trot^ps  to.  the  particular 
ialubrioufnefs  of  the  air,  and  other  con¬ 
comitants  peculiar  to  iufular  fituations. 

The  Cerberus,  while  cruifing  offRhodc- 
Iflaod,  has  taken  eighteen  fail  of  veflTcls, 
and  burnt  them  in  light  of  the  harbour ; 
and  being  a  remarkaMe  faft  failcr,  har- 
ralTcs  the  American  Ihipping  more  than 
any  frigate  on  the  C(>all. 

I'hc  Americans  have  at  prefent  four 
fquadrous  of  fhips  of  war  at  fea,  viz.  one 
under  the  command  of  commotlore  Brice 
in  the  American  feas,  one  under  the 
ct^mmand  of  commodore  Hopkins  in  the 
gulph  of  Florida,  another  under  the 
I  ommand  of  vice-admiral  Pickcrington, 
Itatinned  oil'  Philadelphia,  and  one  com¬ 
manded  by  rear-admiral  Avery  iu  the 
Weft -Indie?. 

The  Ifaac,  capt.  Craig,  from  Tortola, 
with  fugar  and  him,  and  the  Lancafhire, 
capt.  Jones,  from  Jamaica,  both  for  Li- 
vrrpooi,  were  taken,  in  the  latitude  of 
Bermudas,  by  a  provincial  privateer  of 
i6  guns  and  lao  men,  who  put  prize- 
niaftcrs  on  board  them,  and  fent  them 
lor  .\mcrica.  The  above  privateer  had 
gaken  fix  other  ihips. 

In  juftict  lotke  memory  of  a  late  brave 
but  unfortunate  officer,  brigadier-gene- 
gal  Patrick  Gordon  of  King’*  Grange,  ix 


may  not  be  improper  to  obfervfj  thatfo 
far  back  as  the  affair  of  Carthagetu,  he 
ferved  as  an  enlign  in  the  Royals,  and 
was  one  of  the  fix,  out  of  6o  oflScert, 
who  returned  from  that  expedition  to 
Britain.  He  was  then  promoted  to  a 
lieutenancy ;  foon  afler  he  got  a  compa¬ 
ny  ;  and  having  ferved  feveral  campaigns 
with  great  honour  in  that  capacity,  and 
received  many  wounds  in  defence  of  bis 
king  and  country,  he  was  appointed  a 
major  in  the  io8th  regiment  of  foot,  af¬ 
terwards  reduced,  and  was  lately  pro- 
mtUed  to  be  lieutenant-colonel  of  the 
a 9th  regiment  of  foot  in  Canada.  This 
worthy  gentleman,  when  returning  from 
the  camp  on  horfeback,  and  along,  upon 
the  24th  of  July  laft,  was  mortally 
wounded  from  behind  a  bulb  or  hedge, 
being  .way-laid  by  a  provincial  ’  officer, 
and  five  other  villains.  He  lingered  a 
few  days,  and  died  a  vi»ftim  to  Amcricao 
cruelty  and  cowardice,  at  St  Jt^n’s, 
province  of  Quebec,  the  ift  of  Auguft 
1776,  juftly  regreted  by  all  acquainted 
with  him,  as  a  man  of  honour  and  bra¬ 
very.  He  is  fueceeded  in  his  eftate  bf 
his  brother  Alexander  Gordon,  Efq; 
colle<5lor  of  his  majefty’s  cuftoms  at 
Montferrat  in  the  Weft- Indies. 

A  letter  from  Wimlfor,  dated  Od.  i.
